1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
Milovich et al (USPN 5,073,589) teaches a method of producing a metal-faced composite tool 
comprising providing a desired master pattern surface or mold in a desired shape, coating a thin 
layer of parting or release agent thereto; thermal spraying a hot metal such as tin, zinc, aluminum 
and steel alloys onto the release agent to form a metal shell 15; coating the metal shell with a 
fiber reinforced resinous paste mixture that forms an adhesive layer 16 to the metal shell 15 and 
to a backing 17 comprising a mix of resin and fiber fillers to produce the tool under compression 
pressure; and then separating the tool from the pattern surface or mold with the assistance of the 
parting or release agent to provide the metal-faced composite. Milovich et al do not teach or 
fairly suggest that the metal shell comprises an inner dense layer having a theoretical density of 
between about 95 and about 99.9 percent and comprising about 5 to about 50 percent of the 
metal shell thickness; and a more porous outer layer having a porosity of between about 5 to 
about 95 percent and comprising about 5 to about 50 percent of the metal shell thickness.
